Ga., increased 40 per c^}^ during the 
first year of Prohibition, and the city 
was forced to sell 390,000 of gas stock 
to pay expenses. 
While these high tax 
rates prevail in Prohibition States, in 
neighboring high license States the rates 
are less than one-third as high. 
Kan- 
sas City, Missouri, for instance, pays 
about 14 mills on the dollar. 
This in- 
disputably proves that Prohibition 
in- 
craeses taxes. 
Under Prohibition the 
towns, counties and State of Pennsyl- 
vania would lose millions oi revenue. 
This means an increase in general taxes 
to make up the deficiency. 


Seventeen hundred buildings were 
unoccupied in the city of Des Moine, 
Iowa, in June, 1887. 
Store-houses are 
now offered for rent at one-half 
the 
rentals obtained for them before Pro- 
hibition. 
Sixty-four large brick store- 
houses in the center of the city are un- 
occupied. 


The loss to Iowa from Prohibition is 
estimated at $10,000,000 a year. 


Rents in Atlanta, Ga., declined, un-

T w o hundred stores and nine hundred 
residences stood empty. 
Under license 
this has changed. 


The cost ot conducting the criminal 
courts m Iowa increased from $384,000 
in 1873, under license, to $425,000 in 
1886, under Prohibition. 
This does 
not look much like the reduction 
in 
exi^ense, which the Prohibitionists say 
would lollow the adoption of their law. 


Only two States in the Union have 
ever lost in population; they were Pro- 
hibition States. 
All States, without ex- 
ception, which have adopted 
Prohibi- 
tion, have increased in population slow- 
er after they adopted the law than they 
did before, and have increased faster 
after they rejxjaled the law than they 
did while it was in force. 
All States, 
also, which have adopted Prohibition, 
have increased less rapidly than simi- 
larly situated States under license.— 
[See U. S. Census Reports.]

Plague of 
Caterpillars. 


A Bangor, Maine, dispatch of the 
30th ult., says : The caterpillar migra- 
tion now going on in Piscataquis coun- 
ty, along the line of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad, is alarming the entire 
northern portion of the State and much 
alarm is felt throughout 
this section 
that the more southern counties may 
yet be ravaged. 
The strange phenom- 
enon has been going on for neatly three 
weeks now, and no solution has been 
given of the mystery. 
Early in 
the 
month 
great swarms of small 
green 
caterpillars were noticed south of the 
Mattamiscontis mountains, in Penob- 
scot county, but no attention was paid 
to them. 


Two weeks ago people in the vicini- 
ty ot Milo were astonished by the visit 
of an aimy of insects nearly five miles 
wide passing the town and following 
the railroad. 
Sunday, two weeks ago, 
they crossed over to the south side of 
the road, swarming over the rails for a 
space of ten miles, blocking all traflic, 
as reported at the time, and delaying 
trains over ten hours, as the insects, 
when crushed, made the rails so slip- 
pery that the engine wheels would slide 
regardless of the sand used upon them. 


Over 300 section men and citizens 
failed to keep the track clear, and it 
was fivfe days before the long procession 
passed. 
Once across, the little travel- 
ers started toward the northwest, follow- 
ing the road between Dover and Brown- 
ville, seemingly headed for Sebec Lake. 
Their 
number 
is inestimable, 
being 
millions on millions, and their passage 
is like that of the Destroying Angel 
for every speck of green vegetation dis- 
appears under their voracious attacks. 


Fortunately the region they are still 
confined to is almost entirely confined 
to lumbering, so the cultivated farms 
are few and far between, but those be- 
long to poor settlers utterly unable to 
withstand any direct loss, and 
those 
whose plantations have been in the way 
of the invading host have been 
financi- 
ally ruined, for the early crop has been 
swept away. 
The loss has already gone 
up into the thousands, with no imme- 
diate signs of abating, as the migration 
is steadily progressing. 


The 
greatest 
annoyance 
is to the 
railroad company whose line has been 
selected by the caterpillars as the best 
promenade, and being unable to cope 
with 
the difiiculty are meeting with 
great obstacles in running their trains, 
all of which are from 2 to 8 hours be- 
hind daily. 
The entire county has ris- 
en up for their destruction, but it is im- 
possible to manage them, and the sub- 
ject under discussion is the feasibility 
of firing the forest in front and along- 
side of them so they will be destroyed. 


Where they are going is as much a 
mystery as their origin, and if they 
change their course southward again 
and visit the agricultural regions the 
damage they* will do the crops will be 
something enormous. 
So far as stated 
their course seems to be directly in the 
direction of Sebec Lake, 
Last Sunday 
the army was over five miles wide, be- 
ing stretched along for ten miles 
or 
more.

Address. 


Chairman Palmer of the Prohibition- 
ist State Committee has issued through 
the newspapers a circular to the women 
of the State on the question of the ap- 
proaching contest on the Constitution- 
al Amendment. 
It need not be said 
that it iç a piece of sentiment, pure and 
simple. 


No one will find fault with the state- 
ment by Mr, Palmer of the mischief 
due to the liquor traffic; no one who 
knows will dispute for a moment that 
it is one of the greatest evils of the day. 
But what does that prove regarding the 
wisdom of Prohibition? 


There is something essentially wrong 
with the logic of Prohibition. 
And as 
is always the case when bad logic is 
worked into a system and imbued with 
the force of law, mischief will be^snn» 
to result, should it be enacted. 
'Pliat 
it cannot banish the vices that grow out 
of the liquor traffic seems to be clearly 
proven. 
That it is a something which 
to say the least is a dangerous an<i 
doubtful principle seems equally clear; 
and neither of these positions is assail- 
ed or contravened in Chairman Pal- 
mer's circular. 


What shall we do with vice? 
The 
question is as old as the race, and is 
apparently no nearer a solution to-day 
than ever. 
The attempt to suppress it 
by law is as old as the question itself; 
but from the time of Draco and Lycur- 
gus and the Roman Censors 
to tlie 
present, the lesson has been always the 
same; work upon the people; teach them 
the wrongfulness of hurttul self-indul- 
gence; the force of law is always less 
than the collective result of the thouglit 
and sentiment of the people or even a 
considerable 
minority of them; work 
upon the people, and you will effect the 
real and only possible prohibition. 
It 
is as true as history itself that the rais- 
ing of the general intellectual level uf 
the race has resulted in its moral eleva- 
tion. 
This is the answer to the ques- 
tion.—Phila. Herald.

Tall, well formed and athletic, with curly 
blonde hair and bright blue eyes, and not' 
more than six and tv.'enty years of age, 
it was small wonder that he Avas not only 
looked upon Avith favor by the resident 
European maidens of Apia, but by their 
dusky sisters of the interior of the island 
-is Avell. 
Nov is it great Avonderthat dur- 
ing the brief coursc of the year that he 
liad ])een absent from his native land 
young Eberlem, as his duties did not 
permit of his visiting thcEuroj^eau settle-

York Times says that sponj^ü lisliinii* is 
.»oufincd to tho southwestern pnrt of the 
i^oast, alonjcr the reefs, nnd to the oxtou- 
üivo rocky shoals, that lie br-twreii Mark's 
and Anclote Keys. 
Accurately spcakiuii, 
the spouse reef hcííins a few miles cast of 
Appalachicola, and hucis the 
coast 
to 
within fiftv miles of Cedar Kcvb. 
Then 
there is a break of 10Ü miles, afier which 
if. reappears and runs south without in- 
torruptiou to Key "Wesi; and tho 33ahama 
islands. 
This reef, a rocky ridp:c, somo- 
times of genuine limestone, but generally 
:>f coral, begins some six or eight miles 
from shore and continues out indefinitely.

'ire said to Le found, and the only reason 
ivhy thefísheriesdo not extend completely 
irouad the gulf coast is that in places, as 


the coast of Texas or Cedar Keys, this 
rocky bottom begins in water too deep to 
permit of profitable sponging. 
The aver- 
age depth of water on the St. Mark's 
reef at six miles from land is sixteen feet. 
The sponges are in great abundance and 
of good quality. 
The supply is practi- 
cally inexhaustiable, as they grov/ almost 
as fast as gathered, a sponge requiring 
only about two years to reach maturity. 


Nearly all of tho sponges used in the 
United States wore brought from 
the 
Mediterranean until 1853, when attention 
was called to the immense numbers that 
were growing in Florida "waters. As soon 
iis it was found that the quality of these 
•comi^aved favorably ^Yith those of Europe 
the merchants and fitters-out of vesseh of 
Key West engaged very actively in the 
business of placing them on the m.arket. 
At first the best qualities were bought 
from the fishermen at the rate of ten cents 
per pound. 
As Mediterranean sponges 
became scarce and costly, the Florida 
^sponges came into more demand, 
and 
their 
value increased 
proportionately. 
After about eighteen years* fishing upon 
the known ground the supply began to 
fail. 
Then, in 
1870, a new 
area of 
•ground, larger than the old one, was dis- 
covered, and this gave a new impetus to 
the trade. 
In that year Appalachicóla 
fsent out a small fleet of sponge vessels 
Avhich has since been largely increased. 
During the past eighteen years the busi- 
ness has been energetically pursued with 
.^ood results. 


The methods employed in the fishery 
•diñer greatly from those employed in the 
Mediterranean, where divers go down and 
bring up ihq sponges, 
tímall 
vessels, 
carrying crews of from five to 
fifteen 
men, are fitted out at Key West and 
Ap])alachicola, for trips of from four to 
'•eight v/eeks on the sponge grounds. The 
•crews are paired off into small rovi'boais, 
»m* ''dingies,'* to ciitch the sponges. 
One 
man stands in the 
stern, sculling tho 
boat, while the other kneels in the bot- 
tom amidships^ with the upper half of 
his body leaning over the side, and scans 
the bottom of the sea. 
To aid the eye 
an instrument 
called a 'hvaLer glass," 
which is a common water bucket v/hose 
wooden bottom has been replaced by one 
'of glass, is used by setting it in the water 
.and thrusting the face as far into it as 
•convenient. 
When a sponge is sighted 
the boat is stopped, and the kneeling man 
uses a two-pronged hook, attached to a 
•slender pole thirty 
or forty feet 
in 
length, to secure it. 
Considerable dex- 
terity is required of both men. 
To cure 
Die sponges they arc first spread about 
•the vessel's dec): in their natural upright 
position, so that tliey will die, and while 
decomposing allow the gelathious matter 
to run ofi; freely. 
When they have been 
•i?everal days in this ]iosltion they arc 
caken to the shore and thrown into the 
ivater in little pens, called 
'*crav/ls," 
where the remaining subbtance is soaked 
iund squeezed out, 


Tiio spongers thus work on, day after 
•day, v.nder a tropical sun that burns and 
brov/ns the skin imtil one cannot tell a 
white man from a negro, 
]t is a desper- 
ately hard life,morc severe than any other 
that one can think of, audit requires men 
of no ordinary constitution to stand up to 
it. 
The spongers are therefore naturally 
^ n exceedingly muscular set. 


The ])rjncipal season for this fishery is 
the summer, from May to August,but the 
best conditions of the waterarein winter, 
and a great deal of the fishing is tlien 
»carried on with success. 
During the 
hurricane mouths of August, September 
and March the vessels are nearly all laid 
up. 
The state of the weather greatly 
.affects tho result of the 
fisliery. 
"When 
tho water is made rough and roily by 
long-continued strong winds sponge catch-

In 
sohie 
years tho fishery lias been a complete 
failure, while in others it lias been very 
profitable, always owing to the weather. 
Aii the natural beds of sponges liave be- 
•come scarcer prices have advanced,so that 
<iveu if a vessel does not secure as large 
.a quantity in a given time as formerly the 
financial result is about the same. 


There are several varieties of sponges 
^caught in the Florida waters. 
There are 
first, sheep's wool, v/hich sell for §1 to 
•$5 a pound; second, 
yellow sponges, 
•which sell for ¡¿i) to GO cents per pound, 
and third, grass sponges, which are course 
in texture, and not durable, and sell for 
10 to 3Ü cepts per pound. 
When these 
.are marketed they are ti-imnjed and cleaned 
oí sand and shells, and then pressed into 
small bales of 100 to 120 ¡rounds each in 
which form they go to the wholesale 
• dealers. 
Some attempts have been made" 
-during the past three years to cultivate 


the moro valuable kinds of sponges, nnd 
iu some instances .the experiment bus met 
with success. 
It seems probable that tlio 
future su])ply of the sheep's wool variety 
nill depend upon some such action ns 
lIiIs. 
Besides being scarcer along the 
' si^onge reef, this variety grows slower 
. llian the coarser kinds, and the demand 
! for it is always greater than the supply, 


A Visit to a Natural History Sociely.

Jack had never vci even looked throuffb 
a microscopi 
He fell, a bit ashamed of 


this now; but there were a couplc of 
microscopes j)resent, und Jack determined 
to have a good look through them. 
The 
scales of diiTereut sorts of British fishes 
j were on view, 
0 / course, fish-scales are. 
common enough; but who would think 
that each kind has itii own pattern of 
scale, and that you could tell a species of 
fish by its scales? 


The paper showed that the scales of 
fishes were composed of the same material, 
chitine, as the feathers of birds, or the 
hair and nails of animals—a kind of sub- 
stance only found in the animal kingdom, 
and never in the vegetable; that 
these 
scales arc developed in little pockets iu 
the fish's skin, which you can plainly sec 
for yourself wheu a herring is scaled. 
They are arranged all over the fish's body 
like the tiles covering a roof, partly over- 
lapping cach other, as is seen by one part 
of the scale being often different from the 
other.

He also fancied he 
had fine teeth, but his pretension to that 
advantage was not so well founded as his 
vauily on the score of his hands. Napol- 
eon always walked while dictating. 
He 
sometiLies began while seated, but at the 
first word he rose. He began walking in 
the room where he was, and walked up 
nnd down in it. 
This promenade lasted 
all the tijne he M^as dictating. 
As he 
entered into his subject he experienced a 
sort of '*tic," consisting in a movement 
01 his right arm, which he twisted, while 
, pulling v/ith his hand tho lining of the 
cují of iiis coat. 
Still, bis delivery was 
not quickened by this movement, his step 
was also .slow and measured. Expressions 
came 
without 
cfi:ort 
to 
reader 
his 
thoughts. 
If they were sometimes incor- 
rect, this very 
incorrectness added to 
their energy, and always marvelously de- 
picted to the mind Avhat he tried to say. 
Napoleon seldom wrote himself. Writing 
was a fatigue to him. 
His hand could 
not follow the rapidity of his conccjition. 
His writing was an assemblage of inde- 
ci]>herablo characters v/ithout connection. 
Half of the letters of each word were 
deficient. 
He could not read it over 
himself, or would not take the trouble to 
do so. 
If any explanation were asked of 
him, he retook his draft, which he tore 
or threw into the fire, while he dictated 
afresh, giving tho same ideas, but with 
dijrcrent expressions 
and words. 
His 
spelling was incorrect, though ho knew 
•ivell enough to point out the errors in the 
writings of others,'*

Delhi, for tho past three 
thousand 
years the Rome of Asia, possesses a his- 
tory dating back to the mythical period 
of tho Aryans, 
The city is situated on 
tho banks of the .lumua, just outi»idc the 
Northwest 
Province 
and within 
the 
boundary of the Punjab» 
It has suc- 
cumbed seven times to attack, and as 
often risen again to dominion and grand- 
eiu\ 
Delhi owes her preheat renown to 
the extravagant ideas and abject cruelty 
of 8ha Jehan, who swayod the rod of 
(un])ire from 1627 to 1G58. 
The Great 
Fort, the Dcwan-i-Kiis, or hall of ]^rivate 
audicnce, the Motee Musjid, the Mosque 
of Pearls and the »'Crown of the World," 
tho Taj JIahal at Agra, built for the last 
resting place of the fair Persian Queen 
of the ruthless Emperor, all stand as eu- 
logies to perpetuate his name. 
The fort 
is a little less than two miles iu circuit, 
and its walls rise forty feet from the 
ground; iusidc this inclosurc are the most 
su])erb and costly buildings of Hindu- 
stan. 
Entering by the Lahore, nov/ Vic- 
toria Gate, succeeded by a long vaulted 
ailse, which at present is utilized by the 
native hawkers for tho display of their 
wares to the English soldiers who occu]>y 
the citadel, the Hall of Public Audience 
and the Pearl Mosque stand out against 
the clear Asiatic sky, brinijing to mind 
the productions of Gerome and Constant, 
who have immortalized 
the scenes of 
Eastern 
luxury. 
Pre-eminent 
among 
these marvels of man'» handicraft is the 
Hail of Private Audience, which com- 
mands an extensive view of the silent 
Jumna 
and 
the 
monotonous 
ex- 
panse 
of 
rolling 
plain. 
The 
hall 
is 
of 
marble, 
opon 
at 
the 
sides 
and supported by pillars rich in precious 
stone and g<'ld mosaic and carving. 
At 
each corner rises a kiosk, composed of the 
same material as tho building, 
and 
the 
ceiling is decorated with gold and silver 
filigree work. 
The culmination of 
all 
splendor is attained in the Takt-i-Taus, 
the faîuous Peacock Throne, which stood 
in the centre of the palatial chamber be- 
.fore its destruction by the Persian Nadir 
8ha, in the early part of the last century. 
It is formed of a mass of gold wrought 
in the form of two peacocks with 
dis- 
tended tails, fashioned to life with 
dia- 
monds, sapphires, rubics^'^sikncralds, and 
suspended between them a parrot of nor- 
mal size. 
This regal scat was perfected 
lit a cost of six crores, or sixty millions 
of rupees, nominally about thirty million 
dollars. 
The Jumna Musjid—?, r., tho 
Friday mosque, that day being the Mo- 
hammedan 
Sabbath—contains 
a 
large 
(juadrangle 450 feet square, 
approached 
on three sides by broad sandstone steps. 
A small fountain in the centre gives forth 
a constant stream of cold crystal Avater 
for the ablutions of 
the 
faithful. 
On 
one side stands a building extending the 
entire length of the court, surmounted by 
three white marble domes, 
which 
arc 
napped v/ith gilded spires. 
At 
the 
ex- 
tremities two minarets, alternately striped 
with sandstone and marble, perfect the 
symmetry of the religious edifice. 


To westward, toward Mccca, the mid- 
dle building lies o])en,and on Fridays the 
vast area is crowded with worshippers, 
principally men,for, according to the Mo- 
hammedln education, women have 
no 
souls: they live for and are tho property 
of men, the Koran permitting a man to 
have four wives, to say nothing of concu- 
bines. 
A drive of some hours brings us 
to the Kutub Minar, written monum(!nt. 
Having passed through one deserted city 
after another, some containing 
a few 
buildings in a tolerable state of ]n'eserva- 
tion, it is not strange that this tower 
should seem of such c<ilossal height. 
Un- 
doubtedly it was erected in the middle of 
the Dark Ages, and was one of tho won- 
ders of the jjeriod. 
At the base it me.xs- 
lu'es lOU feet in circumference,and gradu- 
ally diminishes in aseries of five stories to 
thirty feet at the summit. 
In close prox- 
imity to this ''Pillar of Victory" are the 
ruins of a mosque built from the remains 
of a previous religious building. 
At the 
time of the acquisition of the Punjab ter- 
ritory by the English, and in the battles 
which prefaced it, among other spoils 
came the Kohinoor diamond, nov/ the 
property of Queen Victoria. 
The stores 
and bazaars are all built on tho main 
street, Chandee Chowk, running from the 
entrance of the imperial palace to the 
Lahore Gate. 
These stores contain pro- 
ducts varying in value—lacquer 
ware 
from Sind, silken shawls from 
liash- 
niir, 
and 
carved 
sandal-wood 
jewel 
cases. 
The 
bankers 
form 
no 
small 
})art of the motley throng, the city be- 
ing the principal money-mart of î^Jouthern 
Asia, since the bronze-colored 
financiers 
extend 
their 
dealings 
over 
Arabia, 
Afghanistan, Turkistun and Thibet. 
The 
shoemakers, their stores laden with hun- 
dreds of brightly decorated trappings for 
the feet, carry on a thriving trade with 
their eager customers. 
Delhi being a 
money centre, 
the goldsmiths find it 
profitable to locate their sho])s Avith the 
others and exhibit jeweled and metalic 
work 
surpassing in actual quality and 
delicacy of manufacture the }jroductions 
of the? best Parisian or American estab- 
lis}ime-ts. 
The ybowlee," or welhhouse, 
was formerly a favorite retreat for tlie 
rich íLluring the inteuse heat of the sum- 
jier. 
It consists of a large stone build- 
ing, built around a deep well, resembling 
1 small pond in size. 
Almost all of it 
tins fallen into a state of decay, and the 
remains are only used by the urchins and 


indolent men as a means of deriving n 
livelihood 
by lea]>ing from tho douics 
down into the slimy stagnant water. For 
this foolhardy act tho tourists and foreign 
residents give ihem three or f(uir annas, 
virtually about a cent, and for this pit- 
tahc^b they will often jmnp eighty feet 
without susbunin^ the least 
injury,—

MoorLsh )yeils and Einbankuiontii. 
Wells are the most characteristic feature 
of that riverless country, Tripoli, North 
Africa. 
Look where you will, you see in 
every direction the two upright j^osts of 
whitewashed stone or clay that mark the 
weirs mouth, and the wooden crosspiece 
from which tho bucket hangs outlined 
against the sky like a primeval gallows. 
Tho very fields wiih their hiiih earthen 
embankments, form natural tanks, within 
Avhich, thanks to small trenches and tiny 
dams 
of earth a few iuches high, the 
suri'ace is cut into miniature res(*rvoirs 
(not unlik*' the stjuares of a huge chess 
board) in which tho torrent rains which 
fall at short intervals from November till 
iSbirch arc retained and allowed 1o sink 
into the grountl. instead of running to 
waste as iu South Africa. 


These 
embankments 
give quite 
a 
peculiar character U) the whole landscape 
iu these parts. 
In following any local 
road you find yourself from lirst to last 
struggling 
along the bottom of a very 
deep, dusty, tortuous ditch, shut in by 
hu^e banks of earth, crcsted with the 
spiky shields of the terrible 
*'prickly 
pear." 
At times these banks are replaced 
by high, blank, white walls of stone ot 
baked clay, from the top of which wolfish 
Mohammedan doq-s bark at every passing 
Christian. 
What 
with the walls and 
what with the banks von see as little oi 
the surrounding country as if j^ou were iu 
a tunnel; but in truth you have quite 
enough to do in picking your way, foi 
ever and anon the whole breadth of the 
road is taken up by a monstrous jnuldlc 
of half-liquid mud (a relic of the wintei 
rains), 
leaving 
a tiny 
isthmus a few 
in<'hes broad between it and the wall. 
Should you be unlucky enough to en- 
encounter at. one of these critical points 
a frightened camel or a file of laden 
donkeys, it is likely to go hard with you, 
for whether 
they 
push j'ou oil into 
tho mud or s])lash through it themselves 
to let you pass, you are pretty certain to 
come out of the dilemma a good 
deal 
dirtier than you went into it.—^ew Yori 
Times. 


Tiie Polar "Bear Hunting' Walrus. 
It is not generally known, but the 
polar bear is the equal, if not superior, oi 
any of his black brothers in climbing. It 
is not unusual for the four footed resi- 
dent of the Arctics to ascend ice-floes sc 
steep and slii)pery as to bo insurmount> 
able to Esquimaux. 
It is on record thai 
a white bear was found asleep once or 
the top of an iceberg over fifty feet from 
the level, and when aroused jumped intc 
the water below. 


These bears live on seal and walrus, 
crawling stealthily up to tho former or 
the ice iloes and catching them; while oJ 
the walrus only the young are thus caught, 
for an old walrus is twice as big as bruin.

NEWSPAPER! 
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The disaster at Johnstown is so far 
beyond all experience that is difficult 
for Ihe mind lo grasp its mac:nitude or 
to form any adecinatc conception of its 
awiiil import. 
Where Johnstown and 
its assnciale<l villages stood but a week 
ago, happy and peaceful beneath the 
shadow of the hills, there remains only 
death and 
desolation. 
Mangled and 
disfigured corpses are stretched out by 
the hundred:?, awaiting an often impos- 
sible identiliration, while no one can 
:surmise how many hundreds more are 
still buried in the wreck or have been 
carried away in the angry current. 


Conservative estimates of the loss of 
life now place it at from twelve to fif* 
teen thousand. 
But this is guesss work 
simply. 
About 12,000 survivors have 
so far been registered by the Bureau of 
Registration, which is working day and 
night. 
Fifty men are scattered through 
the valley getting names as fast as pos- 
sible, 
Until their work is completed 
there will he no knowledge as to the 
number of people who have lost their 
lives, as there has been no record kept 
of the bodies recovered aside from the 
list of the identified dead. 
The many 
Hungarians and other workmen do not 
seem 
to understand the necessity of 
registration and few of them have re- 
ported. 
The Registration Board 
is 
covering Johnstown, Cambria, Cone- 
maugh, East Conemaugh, 
Kernville, 
Morrellville, Woodvale, Millville and 
little hamlets that were struck by the 
water. 
The total population of them 
all was about 30,000. 


While the attention of the country 
has been concentrated upon Johnstown, 
the people of Williamsport, cut off from 
communication with the outside world, 
and knowing nothing of the suffering 
elsewhere, have been waiting anxiously 
for help to come to them. 
At any oth- 
er time the disaster that has befallen 
the metropolis of the Pennsylvania lum- 
ber region would have caused conster- 
nation throughout the State. 
The loss 
of life by the flood is dwarfed by the 
calamity at Johnstown; but it is reck- 
oned anywhere from one to two hun- 
dred, and sorrow for the dead adds 
poignancy to the sufferings of the liv- 
ing. 


The actual destruction of property 
upon 
the 
Susquehanna Js^ doubtless 
much greater than west of the moun- 
tains. At Williamsport the whole lum- 
ber harvest of the year has been lost, 
and most of the mills are swept away 
or disabled. 
This means the loss of a 
year's work to the whole region. 
Wil- 
liamsport and the country tributary to 
it live by the lumber mills, and when 
these are gone the earning capacity of 
the people is paralyzed. 


It is impossible to estimate the finan- 
cial loss which this awful calamity has 
' brought to the Commonwealth. In the 
gieat valley of the Susquehanna the ac- 
tual destruction to property is even 
greater than that in the valley of the 
Conemaugh. 
The floods swept away 
nearly the whole timber harvest of the 
year, one of the great sources of Penn- 
sylvania's wealth. 
Millions of dollars 
have been washed away, and the blow 
to the industrial interests of Wdliams- 
port and the whole region is appalling. 


The material damage to buildings, 
farms 
and 
factories throughout 
the 
State, the destruction of bridges and 
interference with business through the 
suspension of travel, involve additional 
losses that can hardly be computed. 
Even in these mere material aspects 
the results of last week's floods will be 
felt far beyond any present realization. 
Bui now these things seem unimportant, 
and even those whom they directly con- 
cern have given them but little thought 
in the face of the more awful calamity 
fit Johnstown,

The atmospheric conditions accom- 
companying the great downpour of rain 
that deluged at least half of the coun- 
try east of the Mississippi river on Fri- 
day and Saturday and caused the cul- 
minating disaster at Johnstown, were 
not less remarkable than those attend- 
ing the blixzard of last yean 
On Fri- 
day morning a great storm centre which 
had, as usual, advanced from the North- 
west, lay in a vast oval, nai rowing to- 
w^nl the south, which stretched from 
Lake Huron to South Carolina, 
Be- 
hind it, both on the northwest and on 
the southwest, were two strongly de- 
veloped areas of high pressure, which 
crowded close upon the low storm cen- 
tre and created steep borometric gra- 
dients, the natural result of which was 
high winds blowing down the atmos- 
pheric slopes towards the area of de- 
pression, 
On the Atlantic side was a 
still greater high pressure area, or anti- 
cyclone, whose center of pressure over 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick lay 
exactly in the path that the storm would 
naturally follow. 
The cyclone 
was 
thus surrounded, and its progress was 
arrested so that it remained perforce 
hovering over the country between the 
lakes and the Atlantic coast line, pour- 
ing down its accumulated moisture in 
sheets of rain as its rapidly rising air 
currents were reinforced by the inrush 
of moist surface air from the seaboard 
and the lakes. 


This was a condition of things re- 
markably like that which prevailed dur- 
ing the blizzard, for then, too, a cy- 
clone from the west, closely pressed 
from behind by areas of high barome- 
ter, had its progress arrested by an im- 
movable anti-cyclone resting upon the 
ocean. 
In the case of the blizzard the 
cyclone centre was disrupted, splitting 
up into two storms, one of which mov- 
ed north and lost itself in the wilds of 
Canada. 
The same thing occurred on 
Friday night when the cyclone, whose 
very centre 
had 
hung over Western 
Pennsylvania all day, was divided, the 
high pressure from the southwest hav- 
ing apparently been driven into it like 
a wedge. 
This time the line of retreat 
of the principle part of the cyclone was 
toward the southeast, across Virginia 
and North Carolina, which in turn re- 
ceived its floods of rain. 


By Saturday morning the northern 
half of the disrupted cyclone seems to 
have gathered its forces again and an 
unusually deep depression was formed 
over Lake Huron. 
The anti-cyclone 
centered over Nova Scotia in the mean- 
time had not given way an inch, and 
so the advance of this northern cyclone 
as far as it showed any advance at all 
after the disruption of Friday night, was 
straight toward the north, although the 
regular course of such storms is east- 
ward. 
The bright skies of yesterday 
attested the fact that the fair weather 
iorces had finally won the victory. 


All 


over the great area coveied by 
the storm on Friday and Saturday the 
symbols of the weather maps show that 
tlie land was hidden by a dark curtain 
of clouds, under the centre of which the 
tremendous tragedy of the Conemaugh 
was enacted. 
It is not oiten that so 
broad a region is completely veiled 
from the sight of our possible contem- 
poraries in other planets, and it is an 
interesting reflection that astronomers 
in Mars, armed with telescopes equal 
to ours, could unquestionably have be- 
held the great cloud that brought gloom 
and disaster to so fair a spot of the 
earth, just as our astronomers have of- 
ten watched the advance of vast clouds 
across the surface of Mars, and wonder- 
ed what was going on beneath them.

On the Atlautic side was a 
still greater high pressure area, or anti- 
cyclone, whose center of pressure over 
Xova Scotia and New Brunswick lay 
exactly in the path that the storm would 
naturally follow. 
The cyclone was 


thus surrounded, and its progress was 
arrested so that it remained perforce 
hoveling over the country between the 
lakes and the Atlantic coast line, pour- 
ing down its accumulated moisture in 
sheets of rain as its rapidly rising air 
currents were reinforced by the inrush 
of moist surface air from the seaboard 
and the lakes. 


This was a condition of things re- 


markably like that which prevailed dur- 
ing the blizzard, for then, too, a cy- 
clone from the west, closely pressed 
from behind by areas of high barome- 
ter, had its progress arrested by an im- 
movable auti-cyclone resting upon the 
ocean. In the case of the blizzard the 
cyclone centre was disrupted, splitting 
up into two storms, one of which mov- 
ed north and lost itself in the wilds of 
Canada. The same thing occurred on 
Friday night when the cyclone, whose 
very centre had hung over Western 
Pennsylvania all day, was divided, the 
high pressure from the southwest hav- 
ing apparently been driven into it like 
a wedge. 
This time the line of retreat 


of the principle part of the cyclone was 
toward the southeast, across Virginia 
and North Carolina, which in turn re- 
ceived its floods of rain. 


By Saturday morning the northern 


half of the disrupted cyclone seems to 
have gathered its forces again and an 
unusually deep depression was formed 
over Lake Huron.

Sudden (Death of CoL M cClellan. 


Col. John H. McClellan, of Geltys- 
burp*, died very suddenly at the Cen- 
tral Hotel, Littlestown, Saturday noon. 
As superintendent of the turnpike, ho 
drove over the line to ascertain the 
damni>e by the hij^h water and order- 
ed the necessary )'epairs. Upon reach- 
ing Littlestown he was informed of 
tho washinf> away of the Piney crenk 
]}rid^e, at Dutieraa tanyard, a mile 
below. 
Upon izoing there ho com- 
plained of unusual weakness, especial- 
ly about the heart, and was at once 
taken in a carriage back to the Cen- 
tral hotel, Mhere a comfortable place 
was made for him on the office lounge. 
Expressing a desire to see his old 
friend, Hon. Wni. McSherry, that gen- 
tleman promptly appeared, and he 
finding the Colonel very sick, sent for 
Dr. Foreman, but before the physi- 
could get there, the vital spark had 
fled, quietly and painlessly. 


Col. McClellan was one of the most 
prominent and widely-known citizens 
of our county. 
He was born March 
5, 1808, on Marsh creek. 
He receiv- 
ed the usual education of youths of 
that period, and commenced his ac- 
tive career as a clerk of the old Get- 
tvsburg Bank, having been elected 
about Jan. 1834 and serving until his 
resignation March 2, 1867, thus com- 
pleting tho third of a century as clerk 
and teller in that institution. 
He 
served as County Treasurer by ap- 
pointment in 1838, '39 and '40 and 
was elected to that office in 1843. Tho 
McClellans have, during the whole 
life of the Colonel, owned and occu- 
pied the McClellan House in Gettys- 
burg, although since the death of 
Gei)rge W. it has been leased, never 
havin» been managed as a hotel by 
the Colonel. 
It was purchased by his 
father in 1808 from the executor of 
James Scott. 


A spirit of adventure was a marked 
characteristic of the Colonel, and 
showed deeply throughout his whole 
life.

Mayhew's five children were al- 
so drowned. 


The above are all relatives of Mr. 
J. S. Weaver, of near this place, who 
left hero for Johnstown on Wednes- 
day evening: Nothing has been heard 
of Mr. W. H. Weaver and the other 
inembers of his family,and his friends 
here are hopeful that the sorrow tUey 
feel for the unfortunate Mrs. Wea- 
ver and her children may bo relieved 
somewhat, by the news of his safety 
as well as the safety of the other mem- 
bers of his famil}'. 


Mr. Thos. Himes,oi this place,went 
to Johnbtown Monday to learn the fate 
of his brother, Charles Hiraes and 
family, (wife and three children). 
A 
telegram from him to his friends here 
elates that he can find no trace of bia 
brother or any member of his family, 
and the suppobition is that they are 
drowned.

Weaver bad his nands and breast bad- 
ly hurt,and Mrs. Weaver's one arm was 
badly bruised, 


Mr. Weaver also states that his par- 
ents, Edw. Mayhew and wife and one 
son, Thos. Eck and two children, and 
Jos. Siaubare all safe. 


We are very glad to learn ol their 
saiety, yet we symi)athize deeply with 
them in their present condition,as they 
lost all their earthly goods, except 
what they had on their persons.

Gettysburg, May 28, 1887. 


M R . W M . GAKLACH:— 


Dear Friend:—You will please car- 
ry out my instructions as follows, as 
near as you can:— 


In view of the uncertainty of life, I 
hereby commit my last wishes to writ- 
ing, with regard to the manner and 
form, for the disposal of all that is left 
of my mortal remains. 


First, I wish my body to be clothed 
in a good suit of woolen cloth, "Black," 
and placed in a Metallic Coffin, with 
a clean woolen blanket inside. 


I wish no mourning. 
The funeral 
services is to be held in My Opera 
House. 
The remains to be placed on 
the Btage in front of the Marsh creek 
scenery; after the services the coffin 
can be placed at the door where any- 
body can havo a last look at the corpse. 
I wish my remains conveyed to the 
Evergreen Cemetery in a plain clean 
spring wagon. 
I wish my coffin to 
be placed in a plain strong wooden 
box; then to be arched over with gran- 
ite slabs 3 inches thick and then ce- 
mented, with ft solid foundation for 
head and foot stones.

The Great Storm in the County. 
The terrible storm of Friday and 
Friday night caused much loss to 
crops, fences, &c.,and sorious damage 
to bridges in the county. 


Tho Littlo Conewago was not as 
high as in 1884, although there was 
ConBiderablv moro water, this is duo 
to the fact that in 1884 the water was 
then dammed up at several places by 
the hay, grain, «fee., then lying on the 
üiAiU along its banks 
Kcnrly all the 
bridges, fences, and some buildinas, 
from its source to its mouth were eith- 
er swept away or badly damaged, 
while tho crops, &c., on the lowlands 
are completely destroyed. 


The bridge across Slagle's Run, 
near tho Couewago Chapel was swept 
away, and tho crops, &c., along the 
banks of the run badly damaged. At 
Centennial Mills, on the Little Cone- 
wago, the flood reached its highest 
point five inches below the high water 
mark of June, 1884, and thirteen feet 
above low water. 
The water rose so 
rapidly as to endanger the stock. The 
damage to fences, grain, &c., is great. 
Wm. Kohler lost a large lot of hicko- 
ry wood and at least 1,000 pannels of 
fence. Nearly all the small bridges 
are taken away, but no county bridge 
is damage except by washouts at Lil- 
ly s and Myer's mills, which made the 
roads impassible for a few days. 


The water was several feet deep in 
the house of Mr. Peter Miller, which 
stands several hundred yards from 
the stream, in Oxford township. 


Our mills near town sufiered great- 
ly from the flood. Jos. R. Diehl's barn 
was swept down the stream for a few 
hundred yards and wrecked, and his 
pig pen, chicken house, &c., removed. 
One calf, a wagon,sleigh,and the corn 
crib with about 1ÜÜ bushels of corn, 
and all his chickens were swept away. 
The water was three feet deep in bis 
kitchen, and over the paling fence at 
his brick house. 
The water was half 
way up to the second story of the mill. 
He had a tine field of wheat near the 
mill that was entirely destroyed and 
also his corn field. His garden was 
entirely ruined, and all thQfences tak- 
en away. His l o s s will not be less than 
$8110 or $1,000. 


Eichelberger\s mill, late Gitfc's. suff- 
ered some. 
The water was half way 
up to the second floor, and upon the 
bone and saw mill. The two dwelling 
houses were surrounded by water to 
near the second floor, the one being 
so badly damaged as to be untenant- 
able, and doing great damage to the 
property by wash outs. The gardens 
were destroyed. 
The water was run 
ning through the county bridge, but 
it stood the test. 
Nothing could be 
seen of the race, all a vast deluge of 
water. 
The hay scales were torn out 
the foundation and carried away, also 
the race bridge. 
Mr. Winand lost 
several hundred chickens. 
The loss 
is about $800. 


Three county bridges have been car- 
ried away, all large: The iron bridge 
across Himes s dam,the wooden bridge 
on the Harrisburg road at East Ber- 
lin, and the wooden bridge at Brown's 
mill. 
Others have received injuries, 


but not serious. 


The Star says: Gettysburg has not 
been so completely cut off from the 
outside world since the battle. 
No 
mails arrived from Friday evening un- 
til Monday evening and only a few 
stray city papers. Both railroads sus- 
tained heavy losses. The first serious 
washout on the B. & H. was below 
Seven Valley, and several bridges be- 
tween Sinsheim and Gunpowder Falls 
were removed. 
On the Western ex- 
tension the bridge at Marsh creek, 
was somewhat damaged. 
The whole 
force of the road was concentrated on 
repairing the damages, and Monday 
afternoon through trains ran from

burg road there was a washout above 
the Conewago about 700 feet long,and 
for 200 feet tho track was swept'away. 
The breaking of the Laurel and Up- 
per dam at M t Holly did great dam- 
age to the South Mountain branch 
and tho main road. There was also a 
bad washout at Craighead's in Cum- 
berland county. 
But the road is in 
running order again, and the first 
through train arrived Monday even- 
ing about 6:30. 


A Fairfield correspondent says: Cel- 
lars were flooded, bridge^ were swept 
away anil much damage done crops. 
The bridge near this place was dam- 
aged somewhat, as well as some of 
tho road enbankment. Hands were at 
work all day Sunday repairing. Some 
of tlBe abutments of the trestle work 
were damaged. The public roads are 
washed out in many places and ren- 
dered impassable until they are re- 
paired. 
Tho two covered bridges be- 
tween this place and Emmitsburg, 
were somewhat damaged, and the 
bridge on the turnpike near John 
Hoover's was swept away entirely. 


A York Springs correspondent says: 
The heavy nxin of Friday night did 


considerable damage to tho growing 
crops in this section. Several farmers 
report whole fieUls of corn and grain 
washed out and fences swept away. 
In the lower end of Huntinston town- 
ship all tho foot logs are gone and a 
great many bridges damaged. It will 
cost tho township $350 to repair them. 


From Bendersville: Tho storm did 
considerable damage in this section, 
in thu washing of corn fields and over- 
flowing of meadows, the prostration 
of growing wheat, tho washing of 
roads, &c. 
The county bridge above 
town in tho Narrows was taken away 
and the supervisor of the upper part 
of the township report eight township 
bridges swept away. 
The replacing 
of these bridges and tho repairing of 
roads will involve great expenso to 
the township. 
The Opossum creek 
was up as high as at any previous 
time. 
The large dam at Laurel forgo 
broke carrying with it a house, black- 
smith shop and a wagon-maker shop 
and runout and otherwise injuring 
the forge. 


At Cashtown: Tho storm created 
some excitement in our town, the 
mountain stream overleaping its banks 
and passing down the streets did con- 
siderable damage. M a n y gardens wero 
ruined and other property damaged. 
Many corn fiehls through and^ along 
the mountains are ruined. 
Some of 
the roads are impassable and the su- 
pervisors have prohibited travel on 
them until they can be repaired. 
A 
number of culverts are g(me and the 
cost to the township will be large. 
Farmers have lost much fencing and 
their crops damaged along streams. 
J. E. Harman and J. C. Blinter lost 
their milldams, and several othei^ lost 
the.ir saw-mill saws. 


A correspondent at Arendtsvillo 
writes: At Daniel Arendt's mill tbe 
milklam, part uf the head race to the 
saw mill and two bridges were swept 
away. 
The basement of the mill with 
about 40 bushels of chop and the cel- 
lar of the house were deluged with 
water. The road from the mill to the 
barn was made impassable and the 
soil in the meadow was carried off as 
deep as was plowed. 
At Bridgeport 
the one abutment of the county bridge 
was partly undermined,some of Ctias. 
McDannel's shingles and lumber were 
taken. 
It is said that the water was 
two feet higher than ever known to 
be. At the crossing at James S. Tay- 
lor's the township bridge Avas swept 
away. 
At A. A. Wierman^s mill fen- 
ces were carried away and grain fields 
are flat as they are all along the creek. 
About 40 cords of wood belonging to 
Mr. Wierman and Wm. Coe went with 
tho flood. Mr. Arendt's loss has been 
estimated at $700; Mr. Taylor's $300; 
Harvey Cluck's at $2U0; Wm. Funt's 
at $y00 and thus might we mention 
dozens of farmers whose ])roperties 
were damaged. 
Fortunately no lives 
were lost. 
The bridge at Roth's mill 


was damaged. 


From Buchanan Valley: The steam 
saw mill of Mr. George Cole, Sr., in 
Buchanan Valley, Franklin township, 
was entirely ruined by the flood, the 
gearing and belting and foundation 
swept away. A stave cutter weighing 
800 lbs. was carried down the tail 
race 50 yards. Loss about $300. Most 
of the small bridges were swept away 
or moved; dams broken and race banks 
torn open; corn and oats fields with 
great gutters through them, and fen- 
ces down or vanished. 
Mr. Joseph 
Bteiuberger's horses swamped in the 
road wash. He was going along with 
a two-horse wagon when suddenly he 
found both horses sinking. 
One bo 
got out immediately, but the other 
sank. Tho neighbors quickly gather- 
ed, and with lines and ropes, and a 
great deal of hard work,tho horse was 
rescued with but a few scratches. 


At the head of the Narrows, where 
the streams all meet, the water rose 
ten feet above low water mark. 
A 
hole above the bridge was washed 8 
feet deep. 
Hon. Francis Cole's coal 
bed was torn to pieces, his fences,saw 
logs and farming implements carried 
off, and an acre and a halt of potatoes 
entirely washed down stream. He es- 
timates his loss at $500 or $000. 


The Star says: Tho great disaster 
at Johnstowwn 
brought sorrowful 
news to several homes in Gettysburg. 
Miss Darlie Benford received a de- 
spatch innn her brother at Bradford, 
staling that her mother, two sisters 
and a brother were among the lost. 
A nephew of Miss S. P. Hornor, Mr. 
Hanson Jackson, a line despatcher at 
Derry,was in Johnstown on business, 
and drowned. 
Mrs. Jas. P. McCon- 
anghy, a sister-in-law of Hon. D. i^Ic- 
Conaughy, perished in tho flood. "Mr. 
James McConaughy was one of tho 
oldest and most p r o m i n e n t citizens of 
Johnstown, and his family at homo 
consisted of four daughters and two 
sous. 
Mr. McConaughy is in receipt 
of a dispatch this p. m., wluch states 
that Wallace (a son) is still missing, 
but tho remainder of the family all 
saved except Mrs. McConaughy.

THE THREE PASSENGERS. 


A STORY OF THE SEA, 


I entered the scrviceoltbc United Com- 
pany when only fourteen yeans of a^^e. 
The United Company was an organization 
of Eugliisli and 
Cliiuese 
capitalists at 
Shanghai which exported teas aud other 
commodities. 
It had at one time eleven 
vessels, eight of which were small schoon- 
ers and brigs, which 
were empoj'-ed in 
visiting ports along the const and various 
islands in the 
Chiua 
Sea and 
Pacilic 
Ocean, 
It is of my first trij) I am going 
to tell you about. 


I had run away to sea on a vessel bound 
from Liverpool to Shanghai, and had left 
her on arrival. 
I found that the Captain 
of the Silver Crown, 
one 
of the 
com- 
pany's traders, was an old friend of my 
father s, and so it came about that I took 
service iu the company imder him with 
the rating of cabin boy. 
The Crown was 
ii iiDC neu fore-and-aft schooner, cariyiug 
a crew of eight men, all told. 
She had a 
native cook, but all tho others were for- 
eigners. 
The Captain, mate, and myself 
w^ere English, two of the men Americans, 
and the other two were Swedes. 
While 
I rated as cabin boy, I had to assist iu 
sailing the vessel, and was a sort of clerk 
to the Captain. 
The schooner carried a 
dozen rauskctij, a lot of boarding pikes, 
and half a dozen cutlasses as an 
arma- 
ment, but ever^hiDg Avas boxed up and 
stored away, if not forgotten. 
. Captain 
Wharton had been in the service for six ^ 
years, and had never met with any trouble. 


When we got away it was v\^it]i orders 
for the Philippine Islands, among v/hich 
the company had jnany resident agents 
who collected products. 
Our course was 
to the southeast, to pass between For- 
mosa and the Loo-Choo Islands, and we 
had ,mado the run thus far without inci- 
dent, when one day about noon a junk- 
rigged native craft, which doubtless came 
from some port in Formosa, intercepted 
us to the eastward of that island. 
We 
were about thirty miles oil shore wlieu 
she hailed us. 
Slie claiuied to be short 
of water, owing to anaccidcnt; but tliis, 
as we afterward came to know, was only 
an excuse. When she found that we were 
bound to the Philipjnnes she had three 
passengers to transfer. 
They were three 
natives of 
Formosa, 
who were 
going 
dov/n there to form a colony, and would 
pay liberally for a passage by the schoon- 
er. 
They churned to have contracted 
with the junk for tlie round trip, but she 
had spruug a leak and must return to 
port, 


I am only giving you the gist of wliat 


the looks and actinuK of the men were 
suspicious, and it was plain to all that 
they wore snilor.n, 
Thoy let us all scvci'cly 
alone except the Cn)iiaiu and the ortok^ 
and I called it to mind afterward that 
while one intcrc.'ilod tho former tho other 
two wore occnjuod with the latter. 
I 
could *'chin-chin" a bit and (he cook 
could spoak a liMlc English, and so wo 
managed to understand each 01 her pretty 
well. 
Three days after the men cfune 
aboard 
Slop-Slip,'' 
as we called tho 
cook, assured me witli very serious face 
that tiie sirnugers wore evil-minded meu, 
who lind phmuod to capture tiie schooner. 
Tliey had a5;lced him to join them, and ho 
had refused* 
I posted off to tho Caplnin 
with the news, and he greeted it with 
conieni])t.

I went quietly among the meu every one 
of them was ready to believe.

and said I should not be hart.

mc sitting on the windlass so scared and 
weak that I could not stand, and then as- 
sisted his companions to hnver the sails. 
When this Iiad been accomplished they 
called to the 8v/edcs to come down. The 
j)oor fellows began crying aud lamenting, 
and refused to descend.

natives 
picked up Uic bodies from the deck and 
tossed them overboard, 
and then de- 
scended to the cabin and brought up the 
bodies of Captain and mate and served 
them the same Avay. Both had been killed 
by the one native who enticed them down. 
About the time the last body was flung 
over the rail tlie native craft drew along- 
side. 
She had thirty meu on board, all 
of whom seemed to know our three pas- 
sengers aud their plans. 
There was great 
rcjoicing over the capture of the schooucr, 
aud for h quarter of an hour no one paid 
me any attention. 
Then there was a hot 
discussion, iv part of the gang seeming 
anxious for my life,but the result was that I 


cook might have known of the presence 
of the wine there, but I did not.

In view of the uncertainty of life, I 


hereby commit my last wishes to writ- 
ing, with regard to the manner and 
form, for the disposal of all that is left 
of rny mortal remains- 


First, I wish my body to be clothed 


in a good suit of woolen cloth, "Black," 
and placed in a Metallic Coffin, with 
a clean woolen blanket inside. 


I wish no mourning. The funeral 


services is to be held in My Opera 
House. The remains to be placed on 
the stage in front of the Marsh creek 
scenery; after the services the coffin 
can be placed at the door where any- 
body can have a last look at the corpse. 
I wish my remains conveyed to the 
Evergreen Cemetery in a plain clean 
spring wagon. I wish my coffin to 
be placed in a plain strong wooden 
bos; then to be arched over-with gran- 
ite slabs 3 inches thick and then ce- 
mented, with a solid foundation for 
head and foot stones.

E. Diehl's barn 
was swept down the stream for a few 
hundred yards and wrecked, and his 
pig pen, chicken house, &e., removed. 
One calf, a wagon,sleigb,aml the corn 
crib with about 100 bushels of corn, 
and ail his chickens were swept away. 
The water was three feet deep ;it his 
kitchen, and over the paling fence at 
his brick hous^. The water was half 
way up to tbe second story of the mill. 
He had a tine field of wheat near the 
mill that was entirely destroyed and 
also his corn field. His garden was 
entirely ruined, and all the fences tak- 
en awav. His loss will not be less than 
§800 or $1,000. 


Eickelbfci-ger's mill, late Gilt's, suff- 


ered some. The water was half way 
up to the second floor, and upon the 
bone and saw mill. The two dwelling 
houses were surrounded by water to 
near the second floor, the one being 
so badly damaged as to be untenant- 
able, and doing great damage to the 
property by wash outs. The gardens 
were destroyed.

At Cashtown: The storm created 


some excitement in our town, the 
mountain stream overleaping its banks 
and passing down the streets did con- 
siderable damage. Many gardens were 
ruined and other property damaged. 
Many corn fields through and^ -alouj^ 
the mountains are ruined. Some of 
the roads are impassable and the su- 
pervisors have prohibited travel on 
them until they can be repaired. A 
number of culverts are goue and the 
cost to the township will be large- 
Farmers have lost much fencing and 
their crops damaged along streams. 
J. E- Sarman and J". C. Minter lost 
their milldams, and several others lost 
their saw-mill saws. 


A correspondent at Arendt?ville 


writes: At Daniel Areadt's mill the 
milklam, part of the head race to the 
saw mill and two bridges were swept 
awav. The basement of the mill with 
about 4.Q bushels of chop and the cel- 
lar of the house were deluged with 
water. The road from the mill to the 
barn was made impassable and the 
soil in the meadow was carried off as 
deep as was plowed. At Bridgeport 
the one abutment of the county bridge 
was partly underrnmecl,sonie of Ciias. 
McDannel's shingles and lumber were 
taken. It is said that the water was 
two feet higher than ever known to 
be. At the crossing at James S. Tay- 
lor's the township bridge was swept 
away. At A. A. Wierman's mill fen- 
ces were carried away and grain fields 
are flat as they are all along the creek. 
About 40 cords of wood belonging to 
Mr. Wierman and Wm. Coe went with 
the flood- Mr. Arendt's loss has been 
estimated at §700: Mr. Taylor's $300; 
Harvey Cluck's at §200; Wm. Funt's 
sit §300 and thus might we mention 
dozens of farmers whose properties 
•were damaged- Fortunately no lives 
were lost. The bridge at Roth's mill 
was damaged. 


From Buchanan Yalley: The steam 


saw mill of Mr. George Cole, Sr., in 
Buchanan Yalley, Franklin township, 
was entirely ruined by the flood, the 
gearing and belting and foundation 
swept away. A stave cutter weighing 
800 Ibs. was carried down the tail 
race 50 yards. Loss about §300. Most 
of the small bridges were swept away 
or moved; dams broken and race banks 
torn open; corn and oats fields with 
great gutters through them, and feja- 
ces down or vanished. Mr. Joseph 
Steinberger's horses swamped in the 
road wash.
